The Downtown Revitalization 
Committee moved a step closer 
to realization of its goal for a 
better downtown Upland by 
adopting a recommendation 
Monday morning from its sub- 
sommittee calling for accept- 
ance of the Bob Bready modi- 
fied mall concept. 

In conjunction with this action 
another subcommittee on park- 
ing asked that a proposal] be put 
before the next City Council 
meeting for the creation of a 
new parking district to include 
the area between “‘A’’ and '‘F”’ 
Streets and Euclid and 5thAve- 
nues, 

The two proposals represent 
a tremendous stride forward 
for the mittee which had 
been bogged down for some time 
in the struggle between groups 
who favored a complete mall 
setup and those who did not 
want to go that far. 

Essentially Bready’s pro- 
posal rests on beautification of 
the streets and store fronts and 
establishment of better off- 
street parking. He has recom- 
mended planting trees, building 
two intersection covers and 
seven mid-block covers as well 
as other improvements. 

The cost of this proposal is 
estimated at about $273,000. 
The Committee stressed that 
this development can be faken 
in stages and not all at once. 

Bready’s own plan calls for 
three beginning with 
street improvements, then 
store improvements and finally 
parking. If the City desired a 
full mall could be adopted from 
Bready’s plan at a later date. 

Parking facilities apparently 
represent the biggest stumbling 
block to any down town pro- 
jects, so by asking for estab- 
lishment of a new parking dis- 
trict the committee hope to get 
the ball rolling for further ac- 
tion. 

The subcommittee said the

$5,000 per year is collected 
from the area in question for 
busines licenses.

At the present time, the total 
capacity of Upland Juntor High 
is 460 students, After rehabill.

tlons, it will have a capacity of 
708 students, 


Pioneer Junior High School 
has a capacity of 860, Combin- 
ing the latter two figures, this 
would give the District a total 
enrollment capacity of 1,565, 

Orum said the average en- 
rollment increase over the past 
four years has been 16 per 
cent, which will give the Dis. 
trict some 1,413 junior high 
students in 1966.67 and a pos- 
sible 1,699 students during the 
1967-68 shool year.

Earl Hawthorne is «till hav- 


ing ‘Fun after fifty.’’ 


Perhaps one of the reasons 
is because he belongs to the 
club of the same name. Earl 
who lives at 417 N. Laurel 
Ave., Upland, is immediate past 
president of the three-year-old 
club. 

At 74 he's «till spry and 
deeply interested in Community 
problems; only three weeks ago 
he served his last meeting 
on the Planning Commission, 

Earl moved to Upland in 1911 
and since then hundreds of Up- 
landers have come to know 
him either through his service 
as a Scoutmaster of Troop 4 
in the ‘40's, his ivic service 
or one of his many affillations. 

He is a charter member of 
the Upland Lions Ciub (1934), 


belonged to the Red Hill Coun- 


try Club when It was organized 
in the 1930's, and is the old- 
est living Past Master (1922) 
of Upland Masonite Lodge 419. 

Om the Clyte side, Rarl work. 
ed «alx years on the Planning 
Commission, helped organize 
the Taxpayers Association, 
once worked on a committee 
that studied parks and water 


problems and helped found the 
original Community Chest In 
Upland. 


Perhaps one of his most re. 
warding experiences was work. 
ing with the Scouts. Many Up- 
landers came up through the 
ranks in his troop and his 
home. One former Uplander, 
Kobe Shoji, said, ‘I grew up 
in Earl Hawthorne's home.’’ 


In 1941 Earl's troop had 13 
Eagle Scouts which was greater 
than the combined number of 
Eagles in the rest of the Council. 

Earl once moved from Upland 
to Ontario, then — bring 








Upland Jo him. 

In 1916 he purchased a citrus 
grove on West 8th Street which 
was then a part of Ontario. 
Then in the 1930’s he was part 
of @ group living on Eighth 
Street that seceded ard joined 
Upland, 

“A councilman from Ont. 
ario,”? Earl said, ‘‘came to me 
and said if I'd give up this 
drive to secede he'd resign 
and make sure that I was el- 
eqted to his Council seat.” 

The biggest change Earl has 
s@en in Upland over the years 
is the tearing out of the citrus 
groves, Earl himself has been 
a longtime citrus farmer, 

He came here in 1911 with 
his dad to grow Citrus Fruit, 
He helped plant oranges and 
lemons at Benson and 8th St. 
reet which are still there. 

Farl was born tn 1891 near 
Shannon City, lowa, He lived 
in Texas, Missouri and Color- 
ado before settling down tn 
Upland. 

When he arrived in Upland 
he says he, ‘‘liked the groves 
loaded with frult and blooming 
in the spring.’’ 

‘‘Now,’’ he says, ‘Upland ts 
increasing so doggone fast be- 
cause it’s a nice place for 
people to live in.’’ 

Earl Hawthorne seems proud 
of Upland, he says it has gen- 
erally [mproved continually, 
It’s a good residential area 
he points out, 

Earl has travelled into Can. 
ada and across the U.S. three 
times, but now he and his wife 
Mildred, travel shorter dis. 
tances but are still very much 
enjoying themselves inthe ‘Fun 
After Fifty” group. 

It’s about time Earl Haw- 
thorne got a chance to relax, 
because as he says, he just 
never had time before,

Text of architects recommendations

Subject: Rehabilitation and Ad- 
ditions Upland Junior 
High School, Upland, 
California 

Dear Mr. Orum: 

In accordance with your re- 
quest, our office has proceeded 
with a more detailed analysis 
of the educational facilities at 
the Upland Junior High School, 
based on the outline report 
which I matled to you on Janu- 
ary 3iast, 1966. 

John Steinbrugge, our struc- 
tural engineer, has prepared a 
report based on his structural 
examination of the existing two- 
story classroom building, which 
I have attached to this letter 
for your review. Basically, Mr. 
Steinbrugge has indicated that 
the roof and floor structures 
are not designed to resist 
seismic forces, and are, there- 
fore, unsafe. However, by im- 
proving the structural connec- 
tions at the roof and floor lines, 
and replacing the existing 
sheathing, the total structure 
can be rehabilitated to provide 
seismic resistance, and bring 
the structure into compliance 
with Field Act Requirements, 
Subsequent to Mr, Steinbrugge’s 
examination and report, Mr. 
Warren Johnson, of the Office 
of Architecture and Construc- 
tion, inspected the structure and 
has concurred with the recom- 
mendations of Mr, Steinbrugge. 
Mr. Johnson also discovered a 
weakened plane condition in the 
concrete walls near the second 
floor line, which appears to 
continue horirontally around the 
perimeter of the building, and 
is quite apparent at the North 
and South walls extending in an 
Easterly and Westerly direc- 
tion. Mr. Johnson has recom- 
mended that additional rein- 
forcing be added at the weakened 
plane, to strengthen the walls to 
resist lateral forces. 

In addition to correcting the 
structural deficlencies, it will 
be necessary to rehabilitate the 
electrical systems, the plumb- 
ing, and replace the existing 
non-conforming, non-vented, 
gas-fired steam radiators with 
a new ventilating system. 

In order to create a more 
destrable teaching environ- 
ment, we propose to further re- 
habilitate the two-story class- 
room building, in the following 
manner; 

1. Install new composition 
flooring in all classrooms and 
offices. 

2. Install new acoustical tile 
on ceilings and high wall areas, 

3. Install new chalk and tack- 
board in all classrooms, 

4. Replace interior corridor 
doors with new one-hour, fire- 
rated doors. 


5. Replace existing hard. 


ware. 
6. Replace existing wood 
windows with new aluminum 


windows, and new low trans- 
mission glass at eye-level 
height. The remaining portion 
of the window areas shall be 
glared with porcelain enamel 
panels. 

7. Install new terrazzo floor 
and wainscat in tollet rooms, 
and replace toilet partitions 
and accessories. 

8. Install new cabinets de- 
Signed to supplement the tea- 
ching program, 

9. Repaint the building, 

10, Install new roofing ma- 
terial, after the structural re- 
habilitation work is completed. 

11. Remodel the existing Li- 
brary into additional adminis. 
tration space. 

12. Remodel two (8) first- 
floor classrooms, at the South 
end of the building! into a Li- 
brary area, 

In addition to rehabilitating 
the existing two-story class- 
room building, additional new 
structures will be required to 


supplement the teaching pro- 
gram, in order to create a 
well-rounded junior high school 
facility. After our meeting with 
Dr. Darrel Slocum, Bureau of 
School Planning, and Mr. Bos- 
well May, Office of Local Al- 
locations, it was determined 
that a total of 705 students 
could be housed at the Junior 
High School site. Therefore, 
additional teaching spaces tn 
new construction will be neces- 
sary to accommodate the ad- 
ditional students. The existing 
Science and Music Rooms are 
inadequate in facilities and 
area. Therefore, it was de- 
termined that these specialized 
teaching spaces should be tn- 
cluded in the new structure, 
along with four (4) academic 
teaching stations, which will re- 
place the classroom space lost 
in remodeling the existing two- 
story classroom building. Af- 
ter examining the existing 
Shower and Locker facility, it 
was determined that remodeling 
or adding to this structure would 
be financtally unsound, there- 
fore, a new Shower and Locker 
facility for both boys and girls 
has been planned, and we shall 
remodel! the existing Shower and 
Locker Room Butlding {nto Me- 
chanical Equipment, Electrical 
Transformer, and appurtenant 
storage area. 

To further improve the tea- 
ching environment, we shallre- 
habilitate the existing basket- 
ball court areas and play field 
areas. The existing tennis 
courts are in satisfactory con- 
dition, and shall remain without 
rehabilitation.

STRUCTURAL EXAMINATION 
OF MAIN BUILDING AT 
UPLAND JUNIOR 
HIGH SCHOOL 
SUMMARY 

This building at the Junior 
High School was constructed 
prior to the enactment of the 
Field Act, and thus little or no 
structural elements have been 
provided with which to resist 
earthquake forces, It should be 
kept in mind that design for 
earthquake resistance was not 
commonly required prior to 
1933, with the result that buil- 
dings were designed in most 
cases for ordinary static ver- 
tical loads only. 

In making this investigation a 
detailed inspection of the vari- 
ous portions of the building was 
made to determine the charac- 
ter of materials and workman- 
ship used, and such structural) 
defects as exist.Results (core 
tests of the concrete walls which 
were performed previously 
were examined, 

To summarize our conclu- 
sions very briefly, our examin- 
ation indicates that the portion 
of the building which has not 
been rehabilitated would be ha- 
tardous to occupants in the 
event of a severe earthquake 
and consequently unsafe for use. 

The portion of the one story 
wing which includes the plat- 
form and gymnasium was struc- 
turally rehabilitated in 1961 and 
can safely resist moderate to 
Severe earthquake forces. 

DESCRIPTION AND ANALYSIS 
ONE STORY PORTION 

The westerly portion of the 
front wing is a one story buil- 
ding with concrete exterior 
walls, wood floors and a wood 
framed roof Supporting a tile 
roof. While the cores of the 
concrete indicate somewhat 
substandard strength by our 
present standards, neverthe- 
less little corrective work 
would be required to provide 
adequate earthquake resistance 


for the concrete walls. 

However, these concrete 
walls are not anchored to the 
wood floor or roof, thus per- 
mitting the walls and the fram- 
ing to separate during a severe 
earthquake and resulting in the 
collapse of the roof or floor. 

To adequately resist lateral 
loads the roof sheathing and 
framing must act as a hori- 
zontal beam to safely support 
the walls; the existing roof is 
sheathed with straight sheath- 
ing which provides little or no 
resistance. This necessitates 
the removal of the existing tile 
roof, installation of new ply- 
wood sheathing over the exist- 
ing sheathing, and reinstalla- 
tion of the tile. 

The existing plaster ceilings 
lack adequate anchorage to the 
roof framing to insure against 
collapse during a moderate to 
Severe earthquake; their at- 
tachment must be strengthened 
and in the process this will 
necessitate a new ceiling to 
eover the remedial attach- 
ments. 


Our examination indicates 
that the vertical load capacity 
of the structure is generally 
satisfactory except that the roof 
trusses require strengthened 
connections. 

In summary the following 
corrective work is required: 

1. Removal of existing tile 
roof and its reinstallation. 

2. Installation of new ply- 
wood roof sheathing. 

3. Strengthening of existing 
trusses. 

4. Providing adequate at. 
tachment for plaster ceiling 
to roof framing. 

5. Installation of new finish 
ceiling to cover new ceiling at- 
tachment. 

6. Providing adequate an- 
chorage of roof and floor fram- 
ing to concrete walls, 

7. Removal of all wood fram. 
ing presently embedded in con- 
crete walls; such as rooffram- 
ing and floor fragjing. 

8, Removal earth below 


building to provide adequate 
clearance from the earth to the 
wood framing. 
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TWO STORY PORTION 

This portion of the building 
{s similar in construction to 
the one story, except that the 
corridor slab above grade is a 
concrete slab supported by the 
concrete corridor walls. The 
stairs at each end are also of 
concrete. 

The comments relative tothe 
concrete walls, wood roof and 
floor framing, roof tile, ceil- 
ings and trusses are equally 
applicable to the two story por- 
tion. 

Additional remedial work in- 
cludes the strengthening of the 
corridor slabs with pneumatic- 
ally applied concrete so that 
they canactas horizontal beams 
to maintain the integrity of the 
building when subjected toa se- 
vere earthquake. 

COST ESTIMATE 

Our estimate of the cost of 
Structural rehabilitation is 
$88,000.00.

Sen. Nisbet reports: 


Senate to have ‘new look’ 
due to reapportionment 


The measures relating to 
constitutional revision, conflict 
of interest, and legislative sa- 
laries have just passed the Se- 
nate, but in a form unacceptable 
to the Assembly, so they were 
quickly sent to conference. The 
Senate version calls for the es- 
tablishment of a code of ethics 
committee to deal with prob- 
lems involving conflicts be- 
tween a Legislator’s private 
business and his public respon- 
sibilities. 


The Assembly version pre- 
viously passed and sent to the 
Senate called for action by the 
courts to prevent use of legis- 
lative rights and powers for 
private gain. The Assembly 
unanimously rejected the up- 
per house version because ‘‘it 
is not stiff enough.’’ 


The constitutional amend- 
ment which would provide for 
annual general sessions, and 
which would authorize the Le- 
gislature to fix its own salaries 
must be approved by the voters 
at the November general elec- 
tion before it can go intoeffect. 
The pay raise bill, which would 
set the amount at $16,000 per 
years, has now passed both 
houses, but cannot go into ef- 
fect unless voters approve the 
amendment. 


The school-aid bill, amended 
last week to authorize an ad- 
ditional $26 million in grants 
to certain local school districts, 
{s now awaiting final action 
in the Senate. It would provide 
some $16 million more in grants 
to impoverished school dis- 
tricts, and $10 million more to

The bill intended to help local 
police agencies control individ- 
uals or groups who incite riots 
turned out to be less controver- 
Sial than many had expected.

Proponents of the bill argued 
that provisions regarded as

ents contended that the measure 
is essentially punitive in pur- 
pose, and does nothing at all to 
reach ane eliminate the really 
fundamental causes of civic dis- 
turbances. It was also argued 
that the bill is aimed at a par- 
ticular minority racial group, 
and that its equitable enforce- 
ment would be virtually impos- 
sible. 


In its present form, the bill 
would make it a misdemeanor 
for anyone to prod another into 
arranging or participating ina 
riot. The penalty for conviction 
of violating the law would be a 


year in county jail, a fine of 
$1,000, or both.

SAN BERNARDINO (CNS) The 
Board of Supervisors last week 
adopted a resolution seeking 
legislative approval of the pro- 
posal to consolidate the Judicial 
Districts of Rialto, Blooming- 
ton and Fontana, and to es- 
tablish a Municipal Court, which 
would be located in Fontana.

County Administrative Of- 
ficer Robert A. Covington said 
Rep. John P. Quimby told him 
there was a bill, sponsored by 
Quimby, that stood a good 
chance of approval if there 
was stong support for it from 
the Supervisors and the public 
in general. 


The bill as drawn, seeks 
only the consolidation of the 
Rialto and Bloomington Jud- 


icial Districts. Covington said 
Quimby told him there would
